1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 5 August 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Regarding Claims 1 and 6 and claims depending therefrom, applicant alleges that the 
cited prior art fails to disclose "ceas[ing] the transmission of the data . . . if the second condition 
is satisfied during the transmitting of data . . . wherein ... the second condition is satisfied based 
on the received power level", as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Steeves discloses a 
step of "tag goes to standby state" (Fig. 3, step 306) that corresponds to the ceasing transmission 
claimed. Further, Steeves discloses a test for receiving an ACK (Fig. 3, step 312) that 
corresponds to the second condition claimed and must be passed in order to reach the step of "tag 
goes to standby state" (Fig. 3, step 306) that corresponds to the ceasing transmission claimed. In 
addition, because the reception of the ACK inherently requires a level of received signal power 
sufficient to be detected, the satisfaction of the condition is based, at least in part, on the received 
power level
